HIS LINE OF ARGUMENT. 

Tho phase of this great economic question to 
ghich Judge Crisp addressed himself, was 
that relating to the cotton § grower 
and the agriculturist With = admir- 
able skill he argued the proposition laid 
down in the campaign of 1885 by the 
“Old Roman.”’ that the tariffis a tax, and rep- 
resentative Tom Payne, the accredited repre- 
resentative of the steel kings and coal barons 
of Pennsylvania, who tried to controvert the 
proposition, might just as well have tried to 
wrestle with Jones’ lightning as with Judge 
Crisp in debate. 

A BOUT WITH A BLUE-BELLY. 

He had quite a little set-to with Mr. 
Walker, a blue-stocking congressman from 
Massachusetts, toward the close of his speech. 
Judge Crisp had been speaking of the absur- 
dity of the claim of the republicans when 
they attributed the growth and prosperity of 
the country to the protective ;tariff. He 
pointed out that thirty years agoit took one 
man in Massachusetts a whole day 
to make a single pair of shoes. His 
labor was, therefore, paid out of the 
price of that pair of shoes. Now, however, by 
the division of labor and the invention of ma- 
chinery, one man could make a hundred pairs. 
It was just at this point that Mr. Walker got 
on the track. He wants to know if the pro- 
tective tariff wasn’t responsible for the in- 
ventions that had beeg made. Judge Crisp 
fairly made the biue-bellied yankee wilt when 
he held him up to scorn. That was just like 
the republicans, he said. Genius, brains, 
intelligence, everything must be laid 
door of the _ protective _ tariff. 
Then Walker wanted to know if the patent 
system didn’t do just what the protective 
tariff does—give a man the fruits of his labor. 

THE CASE TERSELY STATED. 

“No,” responded Judge Crisp, with empha- 
gis. ‘“‘The patent system gives an individual 
that which is his by reason of discovery. Pro- 

ction takes from the farmer by force that 

hich is his by reason oflabor, and gives it to 
the manufacturer in order that he may be able 
to compete where otherwise he would not.” 

**The way to benetit the farmer,’’ he con- 
tinued, “is to reduce his cost of living—not 
deluge them with paper duties on agricultura] 
products. He buys everything he uses at the 
protected markets, the dearest in the world, 
and sells everything he has to sellin the free- 
trade market, the cheapest in the world.”’ 

Judge Crisp’s delivery was strong and forci- 
ble, as usual. He was listened to with rapt 
attention and frequent interruption with ap- 
plause. 

Speaker Reed and Major McKinley have 
sent out promptory orders for every republican 
to be in his seat constantly during the session 
of the house when the debate on the tariff bill 
will be continued under the five minute rule 


and amendments will be voted on.

THE SILVER QUESTION 


Discussed at the Meeting of the Republican 
Senatorial Caucns. 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—Another meeting of 
the republican senatorial caucns was held to- 
day at which the silver question was again 
under consideration. 
It is said thatthe only proposition discussed 
was the ons making full legal tender the notes 
issued for the purchase of bullion, the bullion 
redemption clause having been abandoned by 
those who advocated it. The caucus was at- 
tended by about two-thirds of the republican 
senators, and while a majority of them were in 
favor of making the notes full legal tender, it 
was decided to postpone formal action on the 
Pee Ys aga until another time when there 
shall be a full attendance. 
itis said thata number of friends of the 
legal tender idea were not present today, and 
that on a fall vote the majority in its favor 
will be even larger than it was this morning. 
Various senators, representing both sides of 
the question, while declining to talk of the 
proceedings of the caucus, united in saying the 
desire for agreement upon a measure Was more 
manifest than forsome days past, and they 
expressed the opinion that a satisfactory con- 
clusion of the natter wou d°be arrived at. 


TO EMIGRATE TO LIBERIA. 


A Petition Asking Congress to Appropriate 
Money for the Purpose. 

- WASHINGTON, May 9.—Senator Butler today 
presented the petition of the heads of nine famil- 
ies, aggregating seventy-two persons, that con- 
gress appropriate $100 per ‘capita to enable 
them to emigrate to Liberia and maintain them- 
selves there tor a period of six months. The peti- 
tion has aprinted heading, indicating an organ- 
ized movement: to support the scheme of whole- 
sale deportation of the colored people of the south 
to that country. An accompanying paper gives 
the testimony of the neighbors of the petitioners 
as to their worth and respectability. 


“THE LEE STATUE 


The Unveiling to Be Attended by Military 
from All the Southern States. 

RICHMOND, Va., May 9.—The indications are 
that the attendance of military and veteran or- 
ganizations at the unveiling of the equestrian 
statue of General Robert E. Lee on May 29th wilil 
Surpass any former gathering in this city. Ar- 
rangements have been nearly perfected for the at- 
tendance and care of the military. The railroads 
in the south have agreed to issue commutation 
tickets at the rate of one cent per mile. The mili- 
tary will be quartered in the exposition building, 
while the veterans will be entertained in the city. 

All soldiers will be fed gratis. Soldiers from 
States outside of Virginia,who have already signi- 
fied their intention of being present, will come 
from Maryland, West Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Tennessee, Louisiana 
and Texas. Various colleges throughout the state, 
suchas William and Mary, Washington and Lee 
universities, Virginia Military institute and the 
University of Virginia, will have delegations in 
line. After the ceremonies of the day are over 
the military will be givena dinner at the expo- 
sition grounds. 


THE CAMPAIGN OPENED. 


The Candidates for the Succession to Senator 
Beck, of Kentucky, 

FRANKFORT, Ky., May 9.—The solemn rites of 
burial for Kentucky’s dead senator were not 
ended when the hot contest for succession began. 
John G. Carlisle, who attended the remains asa 
member of the Kentucky delegation in congress, 
while he kept closely to his room yesterday, had 
many callers, and he openly announced that he 
was a candidate. Headquarters for him and Mc- 
Creary have been established at the hotel, and the 
list now contains the names of Car.isle, Governor 
McCreary, Judge William Lindsley, ex-Congress- 
man W.J. Stone, and Proctor Knott. A caucus 
has not been called, and it will not be held before 
Monday night. The general opinion is that the 
contest will be a long one, although it is generally 
conceded that Carlisie and McCreary will lead 
the list. 


The Gubernatorial Contest in Alabama. 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 9.—About forty coun- 
ties in Alabama have held county conventions to 
select delegates to the approaching state conven- 
tion, which will nominate candidates for governor 
and other state offices.

THE ALMS-HOUSE FIRE. 


An Inmate Scared Into Her Senses—Bodies 
Recovered. 

Utica, N. Y., May 9.—Thirteen bodies have 
been taken from the ashes of the alms-house 
fire at Preston, Chenango county, and the prob- 
abilities are that_this is not all. One body was 
found today some distance from the burned 
buildings. There are several feet of debris in 
the cellars, and it is thought other bodies are 
burried therein. : 

One of the imbeciles was scared into her 
sensés by the fire, and escaping from the burn- 
ing room by a window reached the roof and 
crawled along the ridge-board and roused the 
keeper’s wife from slumber, thus saving her 


life.

THE DAUGHTER OF ADMIRAL STEW- 
ART REMEMBERED BY CONGRESS. 


THE TARIFF DEBATE RESUMED. 


Representative Crisp Delivers a Magnificent 
Speech, in Which He Tears Away the 
Mask from the Republicans. 


Wasninctcn, May 9.—In the house Mr. 
Hill, of Illinois, called up ‘the bill (coming 
over from Friday last) granting a pension of 
$1,200 a year to Delia T. S. Parnell, daughter 
of Admiral Charles Stewart, with an amend- 
ment reducing the pension to $50 a month. 

Mr. Cummings, of New York, in opposing 
the amendment, said that the proposed pension 
was to be granted to Mrs. Parnell, not because 
she was the mother of Charles Stewart Par- 
nell, but because she wasthe daughter of 
Admiral Stewart, whose brilliant services to 
his country he portrayed at length. 
Admiral Stewart was in active service 
for seventy-one yéars, and was senior Officer in 
the navy for seventeen years. He (Mr. Cum- 
mings) appealed to the members of the house, 
as Americans, to allow the pension to remain 
at $1,200 a year. 

Mr. Hill said that the committee on invalid 
pensions had carefully considered: a}! the facts 
in the case,and had concluded that $50a 
month was the proper pension to grant. 

The amendment was agreed to, yeas 35, nays 


26, andthe bill, as amended, was passed, 
THE TARIFF DEBATE RESUMED. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole (Mr. Payson, of Illinois, in the chair) 
on the tariff bill. 

Mr. Fitch, of New York, opened the debate, 
beginning his argument with a charge against 
Mr. McKinley of inconsistency between his 
speeches now and those of two years ago. The 
bill, he said, was a make-shift to meet the po- 


litical situation. 

Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, said that the pro- 
tectionists seemed to have worked themselves 
up to the belief that it was possible to devise a 
way of obtaining money for’ the support of 
their own government by collecting something 
from the people of foreign governments. It 
was absurd to make a proposition of this sort. 
No man of sincerity would question the propo- 
sition that tbe people of the United States 
alone paid every dollar that went into the, 
treasury. The people were vitally interested 
in understanding why it was that sodarge an 
amount of that which represented to them 
labor and toil should be taken and accumu- 
lated asa surplusin the treasusy. The tariff 
was a tax paid primarily by the importer, but 
recollected by him from the individual 
to whom he sold his yard of cot- 
ton or suit of clothes. The article 
which came from the sale was charged with 
every item of expense that entered into it up 
to the time when it came to the consumer. 
Ninety per cent of the manufactvred articles 
used in this country were, it is claimed, pro- 
duced by domestic manufacturers. The ex- 
isting law had given thema market practically 
without competition in very many manufac- 
tured articles. The prices of those articles in 
this country, compared with the prices of those 
articles in other countries, were more dear and 
not more cheap. He did not believe that to 
the mattufacturer protection had been a bene- 
ficial system. As to the laborers in the manu- 
facturing establishments, as to farmers 
throughout the land, he felt sure that the sys- 
tem ‘had been injurious. The system drove 
out competition, it diminished the number of 
producers of a given article and increased the 
ease and facility with which they could com- 
bine to. elevate prices. The majority 
of. the ways and means committee, said Mr. 
Crisp, was pledged to the principle of protec- 
tion, and offered itasasop tothefarmer. It 
said to the farmer that it had puta duty on 
his products, when the truth was that that 
would do him no good. The way to benefit 
the farmer was to give him free salt, to give 
him free cotton ties, and to reduce the price of 
the necessaries of life. The gentlemen on the 
other side claimed that they were recording 
the verdict of the people. The people did not 
agree that the tariff question had been finally 
settled at the polls. It was generally believed 
that the protected industry had put together a 
great campaign fund by which they bought in 
‘‘blocks of five’’ and five hundred, men to vote 
to carry out their ideas. After the republicans 
had obtained the money and place in this way, 
they now proposed to refund that money in 
the shape of an illegal and unjust tax.

HILL’S CRIME. 

Justice wasno laggard in Hill’s case. Within 
three months from the commission of his crime he 
paid its penalty on the gallows. Rogers was shot 
February 6th, Hill was convicted April 8th, and 
hung May 9th. A good warning to men who 
would take the lives of their follow-men with as 
little cempunction as they would slaughter an ox. 

Mr. A. 8S. Rogers was a prosperous young mer- 
chant of Camack, the little village at the junction 
of the Macon branch andthe Georgia railroad, 
doing a good trade, and very popular with the 
people.

cee which Chapman knocked up in time to save 

imself, and downed the negro with the rock be- 
fere he could use the knife he‘had drawn. The 
eighteen- -old boy swung tothe bnck negro 
like a buil-dog until the rest of the party came up 
and secured him.

THE METHODIST CONFERENCE: 


Laymen Will be Allowed Representation in 
the Trial of Ministers. 

St. Louis, Mo., May 9,—In the memorial confer- 
ence of the Southern Methodist church today, 
miost of the day was consumed in-discussing the 
question a8'to whether laymen should be allowed 
to sit on the committees before which questions 
involving ministerial character should come. 

The question was ably debated. It came up in 
the form of a resolution introduced by Rev. D. C. 
Kelly, in favor of allowing them to sit on these 
commniittees. 

It was a regular field day for debates. Some of 
the strongest debaters of the church were on the 
floor. Rev. Dr. Peterson, of Virginia, made a tell- 
ing speech in favor of the resolution. Several lay- 
men made strong speeches, some for.and some 
against the revointion. The resolution finally 
passed by an overwhelming majority.

above debate consumed most of the day's session. 
A number of memorials and resolutions were 
introduced, and referred to appropriate commit- 
tees. Bishop J. C. Granberry presided today. The 
conference is iow well at work, and each day will 
no doubt be marked by some interesting discus- 
sions.

| ‘TRE BAPTISTS MEET. - 


THE FIRST DAY OF THE FORT WORTR 
CONVENTION. 


DR. HAWTHORNE VICE-PRESIDENT. 


The Publication Matter in Committes—The 
Reports of the Officers Sher Progress— 
The Business Fairly Under Way. 


Fort Worrts, Tex., May 9.—{Special.]— 


‘The Southern Baptist convention, now in ses- 


sion in this city, is one of the grandest bodies 
of men that ever assembled together im the 
south. 

As one looks over the throng that fills the 
First Baptist church, he cannot refrain from 
feeling a pride in southern civilization, south- 
ern manhood, southern temperance, southern 
intelligence, and sonthern humanity, of whicls 
these grand men are typical representatives. 

Promptly at 10:30 o'clock, Hon. Jonathan. 
Harralson, of Selma, Ala., president, called the 
convention to order. 

Mr. Kirtley, of Kentucky, held devotion 
service, which was followed by the singing of 
“All Hail tle Power,’”’ tothe tune “Corona- 
tion.”” The audience arose and rolled out this’ 
grand old songin splendid style. A prayer 
fellowed, after which the chair informed the 
brethren that no one would be entitled to 
speak until it was decided who was entitled to 
a seat on this floor. 

The roll of states was called, and a list of 
delegates, together with their credentials was 
left with the secretary, after which the repre- 
sentation of the several states was fixed ac- 
cording to the constitutional basis. ’ 

Devotional exercises were resumed by the 
Singing of ‘“‘Rock of Ages,”’ and concluded by 
a prayer by Dr. Spalding, of Texas. 

THE ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The president of the convention then an- 
nounced ‘that the election of officers for te 
ensuing year was.in order, and that officers te 
be elected were, a president, four -vice-presi- 
dents, two secretaries, a treasurer and’an audi- 
tor. 

For president, Hon. J. L. M’Curry, of Vir- 
ginia. in an eloquent speech, placed in nomina- 
tion the Hon. Johnathan Harralson, of Ala- 
bama, the present incumbent. The nomina- 
tions were closed; and Mr. Harralson 
was elected by acclamation. For vice-president 
the following geutlemen were placed in nomi- 
nation: J. B. Hawthorne, of Georgia; Charies 
L. Cox, of Virginia; Thomas H. Pritchard, of 
North Carolina; A. T. Spaldipg, of Texas; T. 
T. Eaton, of Kentucky; F. H. Kerfoot, of 
Kentucky ; H. B, Ely, of Missouri; J. M. Bur- 
rows, of Virginia; J. L. M.Curry, of Virgi- 
nia; J. R. Graves, of Tennessees L. L. Polk, 
of North Carolina, who is president of the 
National Farmers’ Alliance; B. H. Carroll, of 
Texas, and J. B. Gambrell, of Mississippi. 

As there were onty four vice-presidents to 
be elected, and thirteen candidates, of course 
a contest was precipitated. : 

Messrs. Curry, of Virginia, and Spalding, 
of Texas, withdrew their mames as candidates, 
leaving eleven in the field. <A resolution that 
the four names receiving the highest number 
of votes be declared elected was adopted.

These 
officers, together with a majority of our citizens, 
have for some time been convinced that their 
restraining order could have no effect whatever to 
divert the road from the route on which itis being 
rapidly built. Nothing but the. granting of an 
injunction, based on the unconstitutionality of 
the company’s charter, can check the construc- 
tion of the road or change its course. The road is 
located through, and will develop a fine section of 
the county, and it will prove a source of revenue 
that will benefit every tax-payer in the county. 
Greenville should kick herself, and not anybody 
a for the loss of the Macon and Birmingham 
road.

The melon-growers there have been much de- 
pressed by the report of a twenty-five per cent in- 
crease, and it appears that the report was not 
without foundation; but the matter is 
settled now in their favor,

MASKED MEN BEAT HIM 


G. F. RICH TELLS OF H1iS EXPERI- 
ENCE IN LAURENS. 


A White Man Who Lectured to Negroes Has 
a Rough Reception ina South Carolina 
Town—He Is Now in Atlanta. 


Whipped by masked men—that was the un- 
pleasant experience of G. F. Rich, of Sedalia, 
Mo. at Laurens, S. C. 

Mr. Rich arrived in Atlanta Thursday night, 
and yesterday morning told the story. 

The men who did the whipping claim that 
Rich was inciting the negroes of Laurens to 
incendiarism, in lectures which he had been 
delivering at the various negro churches. 

tich tellsa different story. He says he is 
engaged in selling a patent iron, and naturally 
his business brings him in contact with the 
negro population almost exclusively, as they 
do nearly all the laundrying in the south. 

As a matter of business he caters to the peo- 
ple he wants to sell his iron to, and one of his 
methods is in giving lectures at their churches. 

Rich lectures on “Happy Homes” and ‘*Tem- 
perance,’”’ and claims that his expressed senti- 
ments are directly the opposite to what would 
breed an incendiary spirit among the negroes. 

In speaking of the Laurens affair, Rich says: 

“IT was delivering my lecture at the Presby- 
terian church Tuesday night 

“Well, just as I got through andwas leaving 
the church two masked men approached me 
from behind. They were armed with pistols. 
When they touched me onthe shoulder I 
turned and found their pistelis in my face. 

‘Tn atwinkling the men had me in their 
power, dragging me to the outskirts of the 
town. There they, along with a lot more, 
beat me unmercifully with sticks, warning me 
to leave the placeatonce. I managed to craw] 
back to the hotel where Itold my story. Of 
course everybody professed greatest sorrow at 
the affair, but nobody could tell who had ‘as- 
saulted me. The chief of police, at my re- 
quest, slept with me that night to keep me 
from being attacked again. 

“The next morning I was unable to get out 
of my bed. 
no attention to my request. Then 
I. sent for the pastor of the white 
church, but family reasons prevented his 
coming to me. 
which I lectured brought me the balance due 
me for my lecture, and on Thursday I left, 
arriving in Atlanta yesterday. 

Mr. Rich is still painfully conscious of the 
beating he received in Laurens, and in speak- 
ing of it, denounces the perpetration as out- 


_ rageous, cruel and unwarranted. 


He has letters of recommendation from a 
niunber of citizens of Georgia and ‘Tennessee, 
among them one from W. B. Cheatham, 
mayor of Dawson, Ga., and H. G. Lefler, 
mayor of Paris, Tenn. 

The lectures he is in the kabit of giving, he 
says, have frequently been listened to and com- 
plimented by infiuential white citizens of 
cities where he has appeared. 

tecently he visited Union, S. C., and while 
there received a recommendation from white 
citizens who heard his lecture to the colored 
people in one of the colored churches. 

Yesterday morning Rich went about the city 
with some negroes and told his story to a num- 
ber of poople.

POISONED BUTTERMILK. 


PATROLMAN PATTERSON AND HIS 
FAMILY PROSTRATED. 


Others Affected by the Same Deadly Can 
from Which They Purchased But- 
termilk for Dinner. 


Poisoned on buttermilk, 

That was the trouble with Patrolman Will 
Patterson and his wife and baby yesterday.

Mr. Patterson carried the child back to their 
rooms, and soon after he was taken violently 
illin the same way, and shortly afterwards 
Mrs. Patterson was attacked with the same 
trouble. 

Dr. J. C. Johnson, the family physician, was 
summoned, and it took all the remedies he 
could apply to save Mr. Patterson and the 
child. 

Dr. McRae and Dr. Childs were called in, 
and after a consultation the three doctors de- 
cided that it was a case of zinc poisoning 
caused by the corrosion of the buttermilk on 
the lining of a can in which it was carried. 

A woman at Fish’s tailoring establishment 
bought and drank some of the milk, and was 
made very sick from its effects. 

At a late hour last night all the parties were 
improving, and no fatal results are appre- 
hended. 

The physicians will make a thorough inves- 
tigation of the case, and endeavor to find out 
the cause of the poisoning of the milk.

Why Atlanta Must Have An Elephant. 

A gentleman—a stranger in the city—in 
sending in his contribution to the Elephant 
fund, the other day, accompanied it with a 
little note that is worthy of more than pass- 
ing attention. 

‘J wish,’’ he said, ‘‘to make a small con- 
tribution to your Elephant fund. Iam not 
a resident of your city, but, knowing how 
much the children love a ‘200,’ and how 
many hours of innocent and instructive 
amusement it furnishes them, and that with- 
out the big elephant the zoo is nothing, I 
fee] that I must help the good cause out a 
little. If every man in Atlanta today will 
think for a moment how much the zoo was 
to him, then he will put his financial 
shoulders to the wheel, and see that the 
bright little boys and girls of Atlanta have 
an clephant and have a good one.” 

Our correspondent did not send his name, 
but it is only necessary to read his letter to 
know that he isa man ‘with a generous 
heart, and a broad and healthy nature. He 
has embodied ina few words the reasons 
that have moved THE CONSTITUTION in its 
efforts to secure an elephant for the benefit 
of the children and the zoo at Grant park.

In the old days in Georgia, the youngsters 
nsed to have a habit of gaing ovt amile or 
two from town and meeting the elephant as 
he strode majestically along the big road. 
‘These little excursions were all the inore de- 
lightful on account of the fear and the awe 
that mingled with the whirling anticipations 
of the youngsters. Sometimes the boys, 
coming upon the monster suddenly at a sharp 
curve in the road would turn and’ flee as if 
for dear life, and the manifestations of fright 
were not all make-believe. The circus 
might have its brass-band, its lions, its 
tigers, its cute little ponies, its spangled 
riders and its painted clown, but it was no 
circus at all, so far as the children are con- 
cerned, if it had no elephant. 

So it is with a zoo, or the beginning of a 
zoo. An elephant is the principa) attraction, 
not only for the children, but for everybody. 
It has been suggested that an elephant is too 
costly, but under THErE CONSTITUTION’S ar- 
rangement the Atlanta elephant need not 
cost anybody more than twenty-five cents, 
and there are hundreds of generous-minded 
people who are willing to subscribe more.

The March of Centralization. - 


The people of these United States, with- 
out knowing it, or caring much about it ap- 
parently, have just passed quietly through 
two revolutions that are almost as far-reaeh- 
ing in their results as the recent war be- 
tween the states. They are genuine revolu- 
tions, and will have a tremendous bearing 
and infiuence hereafter on the conduct of 
this government of ours, 

In their nature and effect these revolu- 
tions amount to the annulment of certain 
rights of the states that have heretofore been 
considered as essential to the well-being of 
the people. There has been, so far as we 
know, no very serious protest against the 
annulment of these rights, though it is fair 
to say that no protest the people might 
make would amount to much, since the rev- 
olutions are an accomplished fact. 

Both of these revolutions have been 
brought about by recent decisions of the 
supreme court. The first was in the case of 
Nagle, the United States deputy marshal, 
who killed Terry, of California, in defense 
of Justice Field. In this case, the state was 
not permitted to bring Terry to trial, nor 
to take cognizance of the affair in any offi- 
cial way. The supreme court decided that 
the authorities of California had no right 
even to inquire whether Nagle had com- 
mitted a crime, since the act was performed 

under the jurisdiction of the United States 
authorities. The theory here is that a 
United States officer may shoot and kill in 
any state, but he can be tried only by the 
United States authorities, With the repub- 
Jiean force bill in operation in the south, 
and three or four thousand United States 
deputy marshals armed with Winchester 
rifles, the party in power could organize a

Rough on the Reporter. 

A London paper credits explorer Stanley 
with a bad temper. It says that he is always 
ready to pick a quarrel, and behaves like a 
bumptious boy. 

But this is not the worst of it. According 
to this British authority, this defect in_Stan- 
ley is due to his training as an American re- 
porter. <A bigger mistake was never made. 
In this country the capable reporter is an 
apostle of sweetness and light. He has his 
faults, but a bad temper is not one of them. 
Ilis success in getting news depends very 
largely upon his cleverness and his suavity. 

The reporter has never been fully appre- 
ciated. Asarule heisa genial optimist, 
saying pleasant things about everybody. He 
writes up Jones’s cabin asa cottage, and 
Smith's ugly brick-house as a palatia] man- 
sion. He straightens out the tangled sen- 
tences of old Blowhard’s speech, and makes 
it appear asa discourse of great power and 
pure English. 

Whether interviewing Dr. Talmage, or 
discussing national politics with a senator, 
or writing up a case in the police court, the 
reporter always sinks his personality in the 
paper he represents, and rarely offends or 
takes offense. 

Such a newsgatherer as the. London jour- 
nal has in mind—a hot-headed fellow danc- 
ing around with a chipon his shoulder 
would not hold a position a week on the staff 
of an American newspaper. Where Stanley 
got his quarrelsome disposition wedo not 
know. He may have inherited it, or an 
African sun may have spoiled his liver. He 
certainly did not get it as a part of his jour- 
nalistic equipment, along with his note-book 
and pencil. 


Wasted By Workingmen. 

In this country and in Europe fully half a 
million workingmen are now on a strike. 

Taking the lowest average of wages, say a 
dollar a day, and this strike means a loss to 
the working classes of $500,000aday. When 
we add tothis the loss on idle plants and 
capital the total will foot up to at least $1,- 
900,000 a day. 

Now, this sort of thing repeated twice and 
sometimes three or four times in the course 
of a year is a fearful waste of time, labor and 
money. It is the way to make good times 
hard, and hard times harder. It unsettles 
business, makes governments insecure, and 
when the toilers resume work after a_ strike 
many of thein never regain what they have 
lost. 

It is a difficult question to handle. When 
workingmen have reason to be dissatisfied it 
is their right to throw up their job and look 
for something better, but these organized 
strikes, compelling great masses of men to 
remain idie, are all wrong. Sometimes they 
may redress a wrong, and result in good, but 
as a rule they injure the cause of labor. 

‘Waste is a bad thing, and the workingman 
whose very existence depends upon economy 
is the last man in the world to be guilty of 
such folly. No man should be idle simply 
because he cannot command high wages. 
The thing to dois to make the best of it. 
Half a loaf is better than none. This is the 
view the wives and children of workingmen 
take of it while their husbands and fathers 
are marching in. processions and asserting 
their independence. They know thata strike 
means no money and no bread. 


It Was a Success. 

The annual convention of the Southern 
Travelers’ association, which has just finish- 
ed its work in Atlanta, was a decided success, 
and before dismissing it. Tue CONSTITUTION 
thinks it due to the Atlanta branch of that 
excellent organization to give it the credit it 
deserves for the manner of its entertainment 
of the guests of the city. 

The convention brought to Atlanta several 
hundred delegates from all parts of the south, 
and they went away impressed with the hos- 
pitality, the enterprise and the development 
of our city. 

No one deserves greater credit for the suc- 
cess of the convention than President H. L. 
Atwater, of the Atlanta branch. He has 
given much of his time to the arrangements 
for the convention, and the result of the 
meeting shows that he did his work well. 
The Atlanta branch worked zealously to 
make the convention a success. Itsmembers 
took more than usual interest in it, and they 
were liberally assisted by the business men of 
the city, who never fail to respond to any 
just call made on them. 

President Atwater has proved himself a 
citizen of whom the city should be proud, 
and an Atlantian who possesses to a marked 
degree the Atlanta spirit of push and perse- 
verance. 

As a solid business man of the city, who 
has the confidence and esteem of all who 
know him, he is thoroughly entitled to all 
the good things that were said about him 
during the proceedings of the convention, 


Worse than Russia. 

While our pevople are in a sentimental 
mood, and are inclined to weep over Mr. 
George Kennan’s graphic pictures of the 
horrors of Russia prison life, it might be well 
to take a look at our own premises. In the 
little state of Rhode Island some revolting 


the cruelties practiced in a home for friend- 
less children. It appears from the testimony 
drawn out by a legislative committee that the 
helpless children in this institution are over, 
worked and inhumanly punished by their 
brutal task-masters, After being severely 
whipped, the little ones are choked to make 
them stop erying. One instrument of pun-

ROCKEFELLER waS once a newspaper reporter, 
says the Chicago Herald, and less.than two 
decades ago was a business man of only moderate 
means in Cleveland, Ohio. His attention was at- 
tracted to the opportunities for making money in 
the handling and refining of the product of the 
Pennsylvania oil fields. Hestarted a compara- 
tively small refinery, and from that grew the most 
powerful monopoly on earth—the Stand- 
ard Oil trust. How rapidly the Stand- 
ard has grown is shown by the. fact 
that in 1880 its capital was only $3,009,090, whereas 
it is now $90,000,000. The par value of the stock is 
$100 per share, but it is quoted at $170. It pays 
dividends amounting to ten per cent per annum. 
Rockefeller owns more than a majority of the 
stock, sothat semething like $100,090,000 of his 
fortune is represented in this trust. He also has 
extensive natural-gas interests:in Ohio,jand in ad- 
dition is a large owner of government bonds and 
the securities of railroad and other corporations.

A War Incident. 

SPARTA, Ga., May 6, 1890.—Editors Constitution : 
This is May 6th, the twenty-sixth anniversary of 
the battle of the Wilderness, and, as Bill Arp 
says, ‘“‘old soldiers will ruminate over the past.” 

I have noticed for some time THE ConstrruTIon 
has been publishing little incidents and facts con- 
nected with the late war, evidently with a view to 
furnish material to the future historian. Permit 
me to narrate one fact, which I have never seen in 
print, connected with that grand old Roman, 
Longstreet. 

Perhaps the best division in Lee’s army, which 
had been known as A. P. Hill’s Light Division, 
was knocked into “pi” by Grant’s first onslaught. 
The writer for the first time realized there was 
truth in the report of one of Napoleon’s marshals, 
when he said of the assault on the pyramids: 
‘‘He heard the balls of the enemy breaking the 
bones of his men like hailstones against window 
panes.” It is unnecessary here to account for this 
misfortune; suffice it to say this division was 
beaten and driven back on the plank road, 
when the writer met General -Lee, who seemed 
quite as much disturbed as he was six days later, 
when the gallant Gordon came to his relief. 

In this emergency General Longstreet rode up 
at the head of his corps, just from Tennessee. 
After the usual military salutes General Lee said 
in measured tones : “General Longstreet, the firing 
is too heavy here toform yourmen. Take them 

_ beyond the crest of that hill (pointing to the rear) 
and form them at once for the attack.” I shall 
never forget General Longstreet’s reply. was 
this: “General I can form my men in hell.” 
To which the oid chieftain replied: “Proceed and 
attack the eneny.’’ Then followed that celebrat- 
ed movement which has ever since made Long-

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Fleor of the New York Stock 


Exchange. 

NEW YORK, May 9.—The stock market was 
again very active today. All the busimess done was 
not so evenly distributed as some time ago, but 
the tone of the market was buoyant during most 
of the day. and material advances were scored al! 
over the list. Conspicuously strong stocks of the 
day were the Missouri Pacific, Wabash, Wheeling 
and Lake Erie, Manhattan, Lackawanna and 
specialities. The general outlook of the western 
situation was considered somewhat improved, 
and late in the day the report of the agreement of 
the senate caucus upon the silver bill sent silver 
up again and helped to impart additional strength 
to active stocks. 

The great feature of the day was the Missouri 
Pacific, which rose rapidly upon the issue of the 
notice that the stockholders wouid have the priv- 
ilege of subscribing to the new collateral trust 
bonds at 95, which* bond would carry a bonus 
of one share of the stock, which would be a com- 
plete gift. The rights are believed to be worth

A .- Brilliant . Scheme of Some 
Street Gentlemen—The Dummy to Be 
Moved to Loyd Street. 


A movement is on foot to make a drive that 
will extend from the barracks to Piedmont 
park, a distance of eight miles. 

The application for a $50,000 appropriation 
to build a government road from Fort McPher- 
son to the city limits, at the end of South 
Pryor street, has been fully described in 
the colamns of Tue CONSTITUTION. 
Judge Stewart has been . working 
for that appropriation a long time,and the gov- 
ernment has surveyed the route to the city 
limits, bit the scheme is assuming larger pro- 
portions. 

cri! ropesed to make the dnve uniform 
through Pryerand Peachtree streets to the 
Piedmont park. 

In orderto do this several? things have to be 
done. The dummy line on Pryor is an ob- 
stacle that will have to. be gotten out 
of the way, There is not likely to be much 
trouble about this, for the city has partially 
made arrangements to open Loyd street from 
Fair to Crumley. The right of way has 
already been assessed and the assessment ac- 
cepted at a cost of about $8,000. The work of 
extension . has passed the lower body of 
the council, and is now pending in the alder- 
manic board. 

This done, the Metropolitan line will be will- 
ing to transfer its track from ot to Loyd 
street, for by doing so it will avoid a consider- 
able hill, 

Then if the government will appropriate 
$100,000 instead of $50,000 first aaah for, the 
project will be ina fair way tosucceed. The 
only remaining. obstacie will be the 
Pryor street crossing at the carshed, 

heroute proposed is from Fort McPherson 
to the south end of Pryor sireet,-a little to the 
left of Washington Heights. The route to that 
point would Le to the sotitheast of the Mur- 
phy property, crossing the Central railroad 
xeyond West End, and coming to the city 
limits southeast of the East Tennessee shops. 
Froin the city limits the drive through Pryor 
and Peachtree is almost straight. 

A collateral idea is to build a spur from 
the south end of Pryer around Washington 
Heights to Grant park and McPherson's mon- 
ument. This would add about three miles to 
the boulevard. 


Pryor street gentlemen are interested in the 


scheme, and will do ail they can to get the 
appropriation increased. Peachtree is also 
interested, and wili doubtless come in witha 
good lift 
“You may say for the Metropolitan line that 
it will do airything that is reasonable,” said 
Mr. Jacob Haas. “We wiil do whatever At- 
lanta asks. If Loyd street is opened, we are

the work has been passed up by the lower 
body, proviced the finance coyimittee could 
raise the money necessary to carry it ont.
